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CORRESPONDENCE. 


New York, June 3rd, 1879. 
President Wm. Budge. | 
Dear Brother.—We are now near- 


ing the haven of New York, and most | pla 


of the people, anxious to acquaint 
their friends of their safe arrival, are 
busy getting their mail matter finished 
off. In behalf of the company, there- 


fore, it affords me pleasure to pen you. 


a few lines, descriptive of our voyage 
across the Atlantic. 

As stated in my last, we arrived in 
Queenstown about 8 o'clock on the 
Sunday morning, and, after having 
taken on board quite a number of 
Irish emigrants, we set sail once more 
about 9 a.m. 

The weather continued fine until 
shortly after 1 o'clock, when the 
breeze,which had been blowing gently 
ahead, began to freshen, and the sea, 
which had all along been comparative- 
ly smooth, showed signs of coming 
trouble. The wind kept increasing, 
the sea rose, and the vessel began to 
pitch and roll rather heavily. Of 
course it will be ony for you to guess 
the result of all this: sea-sickness 
became prevalent throughout the ship, 
in fact only a few of the 450 passen- 
gers (about the number on board, all 
told) were left to tell the tale of not 
being sick. I-wasone of the fortu- 
nate individuals unaffected by this 
unpleasant malady. The same, how- 
ever, cannot be said of the returning 
Elders, all of whom, with the excep- 
tion of Prest. McDonald, suffered 
considerably for two or three days. 

The sea-sickness over, the rest of 
the voyage was performed in fine 
weather and smooth water. In fact 
the Lord has blessed us on our voy- 
age Zionward. The best of feeling 
has prevailed amongst the Saints,each 
_ one bearing with another in the 

thousand and one discomforts of a sea 
voyage. I have noticed, however, 
_ that what seemed to be discomforts 

to some were certainly not discom- 
forts to the same extent to others. 


Many appeared to forget they were 


stee ngers, and of course 
were inclined to speak in anythin 
but complimentary terms of the food 
supplied from time to time. This 
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state of things having reached the 
ears of President McDonald, he em- 
braced the earliest opportunity of ex-

This is more than 
can be said of every Chief Steward, 
as many would consider it beneath 
their dignity, if not degrading, to be 
seen serving out soup, or otherwise 
attending to the wants of the steerage 
passengers. The latter are perhaps 


too often looked upon as unworthy of 


a great deal of attention. Mr. Pat- 
field, however, seems to think differ- 
ently, and it is only right that the fact. 
should be recorde is attention to 
the wants of the Latter-day Saints is 
highly commendable, and the same 
may be said of his assistants. I have 
dwelt more fully on this point than I 
intended ; but if I have transgressed 
in this respect you must set it down 
as due to the desire to see things put. 
in their proper light. I trust, how- 
ever, that my remarks on this matter 
will not be misunderstood. They are: 
written in the best spirit and with the 
hope that they may prove _ beneficial 
to many, if not all, of the Saints that 
are to follow this season, I will there- 
fore leave the subject by repeating 
that people who take out a steerage 
passage cannot. expect to be supplied — 
with cabin fare. they do they will 

be disappointed, and had better take 
my advice and they are 
very particular about what they eat— 
what little dainties they can afford, in 


the shape of tea, coffee, sugar, cheese, 
ham, etc., etc., and thus be at as little 
inconvenience as possible. Every op- 
rtunity is afforded the passengers 
or cooking, or getting cooked, any- 
thing they may fancy over and above 
the steerage fare. 
But, to return to our passage, I can 
only say we have been blessed with 
remarkably fine weather. Meetings 
have been held regularly morning and 
evening, at which excellent instruc- 
tions and counsel have been given to 
the Saints by the brethren. On Sat- 
urday afternoon an interesting meet- 
ing was held on the deck forward, the 
speakers being President McDonald 
and Elder Adams. Of course the first 
principles of the Gospel were preach- 
ed, and afterwards the creed of the 
“ Mormons” became quite a topic of 
discussion amongst the strangers on 
board. 
On Sunday afternoon, the weather 
being favorable, sacrament was ad- 
ministered to the Saints, followed by 
a testimony meeti Many excellent 
testimonies were borne, all feelin 
thankful for the opportunity afforde 
them to bear witness to the truth of 
the Gospel which they had espoused. 
At this meeting the interesting cere- 
mony of naming a child (eight weeks 


old) took place, the duty being per- | 


formed by President McDonald, as- 
sisted by several of the brethren.

STUMBLING-BLOCKS. 


Tue teachings of the Savior are marvelous in their clearness, simplicity, force 
and beauty. In his earthly ministry his use of analogous comparisons, in his 
method of conveying great truths to the human mind, evinced the perfection 
of wisdom. His figures of speech were at once apt and happy, leaving no 
doubt as to their application. The principles he taught in that manner are 
matters of ones au experience among men, whether acknowledged by them 
or not. 

One of the many comparisons made by him was that of the Kingdom of 
Heaven being like a net that is cast into the sea, drawing in fish of every kind, 
from the most excellent quality to the lowest grade of the article. How 
plainly does this illustrate the nature of the great work of the latter days. 
The elders go forth among the nations and proclaim the “Gospel of the king- 
dom for a witness.” This net which they thus cast into the broad waters of 
humanity gathers within the compass of its meshes men of every grade. The 
kingdom of God, which the Latter-day Saints are engaged in building up, 
agrees in every detail, in matters of ordinance and principle, with the teach- 
ings of Jesus Christ and holy inspired men of every age. Not only 3 is the 
harmony complete in that regard, but it answers the description given by the 
Savior in his comparison of the net, in the varied character of those who are 
gathered into it. 

In the very nature of things, however, there is a constant ettvdidation 2 in 
process, by which the baser elements are gradually thrown off from the sys- 
tem. This is on a similar principle to the human body, by the process of na- 
ture, ridding itself of poisonous or foreign substances which, unless expelled, 
would endanger the health and even the existence of the individual. Hence, 
in the course of time, persons whose course of conduct is in continued viola- 
tion of the truths of the Gospel, lose the Spirit of the Lord, the genius of the 
work becomes wholly uncongenial to them and the connecting link which at- 
tached them to it becomes severed. By this process of elimination only the 
better elements remain, the system increases in health and vigour, inducing 
strength and prosperity. However, the different classes will, to a great extent, 
remain until the day of calling resolves itself into that of choosing, finally 
reaching the culminating point of separation, the good from the bad. 

There are many good, upright, consistent Latter-day Saints in these lands, 
_ whose acquaintance we are pleased to have the privilege of enjoying. We 
sincerely hope that the: Lord will soon recognize and bless their efforts to. 
gather by opening up their way before them. It would be remarkable indeed 


— 
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if all profqaaing ¢ to be Saints belonged to thet most worthy class. We are con- 
strained to say that there are some, in different parts, whose lives do not com- 

port with the principles of the holy Gospel. Such individuals, in consequence 
of their inconsistent course, incur a very serious responsibility, because no 
man in this Church can falsify his profession, by his inharmonious conduct, 
without being a stumbling-block in the path of the progress of the work of 
Géd. One of the ancient Apostles exhorted the disciples to perform right- 
eousness, that men, “seeing their good works, might be led to glorify God.” 
The Apostle laid down a correct principle, the opposite of which, in the nature 
of its effects, is to act contrary to righteousness and men will be led to the re- 
verse of glorifying God. So, when the fruits of righteousness are seen among 
the Saints people are liable to judge of the character of their religion by its 


effects upon the lives of its professors. They are thus led to investigate its — 
claims to divinity of origin and eventually to “glorify God” by embracing 


it themselves. When, on the contrary, those professing to be Saints produce 
the fruits of evil, the work is judged from that standpoint, and the mere pro- 
fessor is a pretender, a block in the way of the seeker after truth. It is not 
every one who, at first glance, can make the separation between truth and in- 
dividual conduct when the latter is at variance with the former. 


The duty of the elders is to call upon this generation to repent. When 
necessary this message is to professing Saints as well as those unacquainted 
with the great work of the latter days. We call upon all Saints in these 
lands, who have not been living consistently with the truth to mend their 
ways, that the progress and increase of the Church may not be impeded by 
their conduct. It is necessary that the servants of the Lord should exercise 
charity, long-suffering and patience, but there is a limit in this direction. 
Surely it is better that one stumbling-block be removed out of the way than 
that a dozen honest people be kept without the pale of the kingdom of God 
by his untoward conduct. When the course of an individual is such as to af- 


fect the welfare of the work of the Lord it becomes a serious matter, regard- 


ing which the servants of God are botiud to take cognizance, and, when neces- 
sary, action. If iniquity be suffered to remain in any of the branches of the 


Church, unchecked and without being uprooted, the cause of the kingdom of 


God languishes. Those whose duty it is to see that no iniquity exists and yet 
suffer it to remain are measurably responsible for the evils resultant from such 
a condition. The revelations are plain upon this subject : “He who sinneth 
and repenteth not shall be cast out.” Nevertheless, while it is the duty of 
the elders to see that the inside of the platter is purged of impurities, they 
are required, in all their actions in this regard, to keep strictly within the pro- 
vince of the laws of the Church. It is by the law that all things should be 
governed and by it are we justified. And the Lord has said, “I will not 
acknowledge that which I have not appointed.” In the administration 
of law and justice, in accordance with the rules and discipline of the 
Church, the operations of the servants of God should be tempered with 
mercy, charity and long-suffering. Yet, when the welfare of the work of God 
demands the severance from the body-religious of those whose conduct is in 
direct opposition to the requirements of the Gospel, and they stand as hind- 
rances, blocking the way of the honest truth-seekers, there is no question as 
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to what the law requires. In conclasion, we will re-iterate the language of 
the revelation in the Book of Doctrine and Covenants : “He who sinneth and 
repenteth not shall be cast out.” .

Dear Brother.—In my last I in- 
formed you that I had got my walk- 
ing papers from way. After I 
had got my things all packed up 


ready to start somewhere, the Lord 


sent a woman, telling me that if I 
would pay a debt that she was owing 
she wo give me a room for a 
month ; so I paid the debt and I am 
still re pe although the majority of the 
ple are sore against my stopping. 
On Sunday, the 8th, I had a very 
good attendance of people on the 
street, they were very quiet and lis- 
tened to what I had to say. I bore a 
faithful testimony to them of the res- 
toration of the Gospel to man on the 
earth, hoping that the seed sown will 
spring up in good and honest hearts 
to the honor and glory of God. 
_ This last week I have been right 
through to the west side of this main- 
land. It is about 35 miles across. On 
my way I took all the chances that I 
could get of gaining all the infor- 
mation of the ways of the people and 
the circnmstances that they are placed 
in, so I could do the good that I have 
a desire todo. In general the people 
are-very poor, dependent on their 
small farms or crofts, as they call 
them, but I find them, as a general 
thing, very kind, if they had it in 
eir power. It is a very. rare case 
that any of them has a spare bed. 
— houses that take in 
odgers,but they are very extravagant, 
I think, in their charges in a land like 
this. ‘They charge from three to four 
uli a day for bed and board.

He was very 
much interested in the organization 
of our Church and to hear of it from 
one that has come from Utah. Also 
to hear the plain truths of the first 
panciyiee restored again to man for 
his salvation. He has heard man 
stories about us, but he gave no h

along with some tracts. He told me 


that he was despised for not joini 
himself tu some sect, but he tol 
me that the people in Walls were the 
most independent in the whole island, 
owing to so many having left for New 
Zealand, and that the landlords were 
not so well off and could not keep the 
people so much at bay.
